Toronto the Good has been nt It 
again. This time Its the well known 
Pink Paper" the Toronto Tele- 
gram. A certain Mr. Ron Poulton, 
a staff writer for the aforemen 
tioned pervertor of the truth yes- 
terday came up with the accusa 
lion that McGill was subsidizing Its 
athletes. Pointing to the Touch 
down Club membership application 
and twisting certain questions to 
suit his own particular ends, Poul- 
ton made out a fine case for Mc- 
Gill himself. r • 

In today's Telegram another ex- 
pose was revealed. This time the 
University of Western Ontario bore 
its brunt. The Telegram claiming 
"Inside Information" stated that the 
Western Alumni "tfldcd" needy 
footballers. At the rate things are 
going the Telegram should be just 
about ready to lift the lid on finan 
cial finagcllng at Queen's. 

Warren Stevens, athletics direc- 
tor at the U. of T. pointed out that 
Toronto had been aware of the 
Touchdown Club for some time. 

"McGiU thinks its alright; we 
disagree."

"I can say most emphatically that 
no su ch aproposal . has been consld 
ered < b yjtM lBjard of trustees aiid 
myself.^W^S9"iiçt,and will not, 
allow any ''^official support of uni 
versity sport which would have any 
tinge of subsidy or commercializa 
tion to creep In.". 

It was reported that the Alumni 
Association at Queen's had been 
trying for some time to Initiate 
such a program, but It has been 
consislently refused by the Uni- 
versity authorities. Frank Tindall 
coach of the Golden Gaels 
thought It to be "a fine thing." 
However' lie did state th^t it was 
more than coihcidfnee that Mc- 
GIII could attract players from 
as, far away as Western Canada. 
Dr. G. E. Hall president of West 
cm was. most concerned over the 
whole affair and expressed a de- 
sire to have the whole thing 
brought into the open and investi- 
gated. But Johnny Metras, the Mus 
tangs' coach thought the idea a 
sound one and intimated that such 
a plan of student instructional aid 
although on a smaller - scale did 
exist at London.

improve the atmosphere of Canadian inlercoUcgiale 
eporla. The four Universities that arc members of the 
Lcu\iuc have established machinery, through the C. I. A 
v., to examine any specific complaint that a player on 
any inlercoUcgiale team is not an amalcur in the strict- 
est sense of the C.I.A.U. definition, tuid cuch of the ex- 

■ ecutive heads of the four member-Universities has under- 
taken to' investigate personally any such complaint in 
regard to any student in his own University. . NO 
SUCH COM PLAIXTS HAVE BEEN RECEIVED IN 
liEGARD TO ANY MEMBER OF THE McGlLL 
FOOTBALL TEAM, so that the statements of the 
TORONTO TELEGRAM do not, apparently, represent 
the official views of any one of the three Universities . 
with which McGill is competing. 

The aclivilics of the Touchdown Club and the 
Loan FunH^liolh 'of which arc inaccurately described 
in tlic TELEGRAM article, have been given full pub- 
licity at all times in the Montreal press and the Mc- 
GlLL NEWS. There is nothing secret or underhand 
about sither of these organizations, and they were care- 
fully studied by the Board of Governors of McGill Uni- 
versity in November, on the basis of reports pres- 
ented by the Athletics Board, the Director of Athletics, 
. and others. ■ The Board of Governors found nothing 
.that violated either in letter or in spirit any regulation 
ill regard to intcrcoUcgidtc. alhletic.'i anil, on review- 
ing the .subject ye.flerday afternoon, found no reason 
to alter in any way ils earlier decision. 
The only accurate fact in the. Telegram storjf is the

Deserted Warehousé a Medical School ? 




' .This Is. the last In a series of articles by David 
v,.*;.^; Orler of McGlll on the atudent situation In South 
Attics.

In. this third and last of this series on South' 
African student affalt-s, I propose to give some • 
'Interesting and relevant stories, and to give some 
ièé» of the outlook for the future, 
v'. While the United Party government was still In 
power, money was voted by parliament, to provide 
: bursaries tor four native students {i yèar to go 
through Medical School at the University of the 
,'Witwatèrsràhdr ■ 

Soon aftèr the new government got Into power, 
these bursaries were withdrawn on the grounds 
that it was not In the interests of the country that 
. there should be natives at a European University. 
It was said that there would soon be a Mecllcal 
School for natives in Durban, and that the bursars . 
should go to- that However, the fact of the matter 
was, that the so-called 'Medical School for Natives' 
was a 'ramshacklc deserted 'warehouse in the slums 
of Durban, and there was no Faculty, and no money 
to hire any. Apart from the absurdity of the sug- 
gestion that the bursars should go to this 'Medjcal 
School' it was realized that the fundamental aim 
of iiie withdrawal was to force a policy of segre- 
cation upon the English speaking Universities. As 
:this came at almost the same time as the inter-SRC 
-^;^eoii|erence I menUoMdi àlà st . time, the measure 
5#îoùsed rather a fSror^SKnong the English speaking 
•tudents. A mass meeting was held at Wits, at . 
which it was resolved that if the Government 
Insisted in withdrawing lis support, the students ' 
. themselves would supply the necessary fiinds for' 
. the continuance of the bursaries. At the same time 
ft was resolved that Wits would not participate in

any national student unlonffn^hlch liie basis of 
•membership Itij^^pr^representaUon on, was other 
than studentslUp alone,- as I discussed In the second 
article of this series. Accordingly, the ' students 
voted an increase in their fees to provide the 
funds for the bursaries. 

In Johannesburg there are .some tragic slums. In 
which the sanitary conditions are deplorable. In 
an attempt to ameliorate the health of the In- 
habitants, a large clinic has been set up, staffed 
by Interna and undergraduates of the Medical 
School, and financed with funds raised by the stud-

Each year?t^*students put on a huge fund-raising 
campaign to provide for the maintenance of the 
clinic for the year. It is extremely encouraging that 
the English speaking students arc so fervent in 
their upholding of democrat tdjprlpclp les.- When one 
realizes that the students ot^K^ïre thiv leaders 
ot tomorrow, the future looks liaghil erlibiteifiit , the 
first glance. Their courage in sticking^^^^guns

He told me that he still 
continues to give blood "so that 
kids who have diseases, people 
who can't afford to pay when they 
need it, may be given a fair chance 
for recovery^'

credit must certainly be given to 
Max Telchcr, who twenty-two times 
has donated his plasma, red cells, 
white cells,, and blood plates for 
what he says is an "excellent 
cause."

"Fifty percent of tlfc Internation- 
al Student Service budget will be 
spent in South Eas'tern Asia to aid 
students" said BUI MacDouga)!. a 
member of the' national committee 
of. I.S.S. and a delegate to the re- 
cent I.S.S. conference in India this 
past summer at a meeting of the 
students executive council Wednes- 
day nlsht. 

In a talk'on what the Canadian 
I.S.S. is, doing in the national and 
international field and especially 
In South-East Asia,.. MacDougall 
stressed the value of I.S.S.' and Its 
effect on Asian students. 

I.S.S. he said, was established on 
the principle that international un- 
derstanding Is best created on a un- 
iversity level, and effected by mean 
nf service. He laid special emphas- 
is on the fact that it is the Inter 
national Students' SERVICE and 
not a committee or association 

The specific means of bringing 
about its aims had been' ta) a relief 
programme which since its Incep 
tlon lias distributed two-and-a-hatt 
million dollars from students to 
students. A method of distribution 
which Included a type of mutual 
assistance basis where the "we will 
aid you if you will aid yourselves" 
proposition was effected.

Work at McGiil Helps 
Research in Epilepsy 

Research In epilepsy jnay be fac- 
ilitated by work that, is in progress 
at the Montreal' Neurological Instl 
tute, Dr, K. 'a'. ÇV EUfdtt, . néuro. 
chemist and ' assistant professor of 
experimental' n'èiirolbgy and bio- 
cheplstry at McGlll University, said 
here Wednesday. 

Dr. Cameron, who was speaking 
at the fall meeting ot the'Dr. C. K. 
Russel . Chapter, Multiple . :Sclerosis 
Society of ' Canadar held in' the 
Mount Royal Hotel,, said- research 
carried, out by Dr. Donald Tower 
and himself indicated new lines of 
'.study in the hunt for a cure for 
epilepsy. , \- .i ^ 

His research team had found ihàt 
a simple organic substance, acetyl- 
choline, which is concerned with 
the f uncUotoftti th e brain, behaved
